The proposed Rogers-Shaw merger is in the Canadian news this week. Rogers 
owns AM stations, while Shaw long ago created Corus to own its stations, and 
Corus is not included in the merger, though there will be some impact on Corus if Rogers stops paying 
Shaw’s current subsidy to Corus. The federal Competition Bureau just ran out of options to block the 
merger and their handling of the case has come under some rather severe criticism, even by a judge 
hearing one of their appeals. All that remains is approval or denial by the federal government’s 
Industry Minister Francois-Philippe Champagne, who does not appear to be feeling any time 
pressure from Rogers’ current deal deadline of January 31. As for Corus, its stock price fell 15% after 
the company announced an 11% drop in TV advertising revenue and suspension of its 10% dividend. 
But the stock price has fully recovered since then. 

Calgary’s CHOR-770 and CFGQ-FM 107.3, now simulcasting, are both up for license renewal. As 
part of the process, owner CORUS recently received a letter from the CRTC with seven questions that 
must be answered by February 3rd. CORUS responded as follows: “As set out in subsection 14(1) of 
the Regulations, an F.M. licensee that is also an A.M. licensee shall not, during the broadcast day, 
broadcast simultaneously on its F.M. station the same matter that is being broadcast on its A.M.

station if any part of the F.M. station’s 3 mV/m contour or the digital radio station’s digital service 
area overlaps with any part of the A.M. station’s daytime 15 mV/m contour.”; and “CFGQ-FM is 
subject to condition of license 7 as set out in the appendix to Broadcasting Regulatory Policy 
Broadcasting Regulatory Policy CRTC 2009-62, which states that an F.M. station shall not be operated 
within the Specialty format, unless specified in the conditions of license. According to Public Notice 
CRTC 1995-60, a commercial F.M. station is operating in the Specialty format if it meets one or more 
of certain criteria, one of which being that the station devotes more than 50% of the broadcast week 
to Spoken Word.” 

CORUS has responded to the CRTC’s letter asking about the simulcasting of CHOR on CFGQ-FM. 
They intend to file a license amendment application shortly, to add CFGQ-FM and CFGQ-FM-1 Banff, 
Alberta to CHQR’s existing AM license, making them both rebroadcast transmitters of CHOR. CFGQ- 
FM currently has its own license with CFGQ-FM-1 as a rebroadcast transmitter. CORUS does not 
intend to file a license amendment application for Specialty format for CFGQ-FM, which is required 
for FM stations running primarily Spoken Word. There is a reference to the simulcasting being 126 
hours per broadcast week, which works out to 18 hours a day. The hours from midnight to 6:00 AM 
are ignored by the CRTC for Canadian Content (CanCon) music calculations, by specifically 
exempting those hours from a CRTC-define “broadcast week.” 

A recent article on radioINSIGHT refers to CFGQ-FM as Canada’s second FM News/Talk, after 
CJET-FM Smith Falls, Ontario, recently began simulcasting CIWW-1310 Ottawa. In fact, Halifax, 
Nova Scotia has a properly-licensed Spoken Word FM: CJNI-FM, known as ‘CityNews 95.7.’ And, 
although long off the air, the ‘CKO AllNews’ network of stations was on FM with the exception of 
the Montreal area station, CKO-1470. Although all of the FM stations were given numbered call letters 
that began “CKO-FM-x,” they were not always simulcast with CKO-1470, sometimes broadcasting 
locally from studios within the community being served by each individual station.

Gary Pence KM5X 
confirms hearing it as early as 0400 tonight via Oahu remote. FEB 8 0803 — No JBA carrier 
detectable, since it’s Wednesday?

Picking up from the last installment, it was time to complete the South BOG. I'd already threaded 
the first 500’ through the woods, slipping the wire under brambles and bushes using my wooden 
“lance.” But to keep the wire pointed south as straight as possible, it was time to leave the land and 
venture into the swamp. My wire back in 2003 bent and followed the contour of the shore because 
the swamp was more open water back then. Now instead of open water there’s a mature stand of 
phragmites and a variety of swamp plants, bushes, rotting trees, etc. — good enough to keep most of 
the wire above water. So, I pulled out chest waders that hadn’t seen action in years. Armed with 600’ 
of double-insulated 14-gauge wire, hedge clippers, and pockets full of tools and parts, I started cutting 
my way into the reeds. Phragmites are bad enough, but I hadn’t counted on how they’re woven 
together by some kind of green thorny vine and wild grape vines. It was slow going, particularly in 
areas where old reeds had fallen to form a thick, low ceiling mat that I couldn’t go through, only 
under. At one point the terminator box I'd built slipped out of an inside pocket and down into the leg 
of my waders. That was fun to fish out standing knee-deep in the muck. The phragmites went for 
about 350’ and were bordered on the other side by thick, thorny vines. Alas, I was unspooling rather 
than “lancing” the wire, so the only way through the thorns was with lots of cutting and lots of 
scratches. All totaled it was about 950 feet more or less straight south, terminated with a selectable 
resistor box. This new wire is shorter (less wire) than my prior BOG, but straighter. Performance 
results have been great so far — Virgin Islands, Rebelde and Bayamo booming in on 1620, and the 
Reagan Airport TIS on 1640. And it isn’t plagued by the noise that is swamping my east wire. The 
only bad part (besides the reeds and muck) was trying to explain to my wife why I was doing this. 
But there was one final bonus — I found an antler shed by a young deer. A very nice souvenir. Good 
DX, All!

Radio History Revisited: Unshackled!

Have you ever wished that you had been able to attend a live radio program broadcast? Would 
have it been extra special if that program had been a dramatic presentation? Would you like to see a 
live radio drama produced today? If your answer to all of these questions is “yes,” then stay tuned. 

Unshackled! is a radio drama series produced by Pacific Garden Mission, a Christian facility for the 
homeless and counseling center for people with addictions located in Chicago, Illinois, that first aired 
on WGN on September 23, 1950. It is one of the longest-running radio dramas in history and one of a 
very few (if any) still in production in the United States. Unshackled! is heard on over 3,100 radio 
outlets in 148 countries, on all continents, in fifteen languages: English, Spanish, Arabic, Romanian, 
Russian, Polish, Korean, Japanese, Portuguese, Greek, Macedonian, Albanian, Mandarin, Farsi and 
Turkish. It is broadcast weekly over 6,500 times around the world—although that statistic varies 
depending on what source you use for information. In any case, it is massive. 

As of January 2022, over 3,707 episodes had been produced, each 30 minutes in length. Unshackled! 
is produced in the same way as shows during the Golden Age of Radio: Actors record dialogue live 
before a studio audience, an organist provides live incidental music, and a sound-effects person 
provides sounds in real time as the show progresses. The show has retained a consistent and 
distinctive quality throughout its years of production, established by the 40-year tenure of Jack O’Dell 
as producer/director from 1950 to 1990. 

Each production dramatizes the testimony of someone who converts to evangelical Christianity, 
sometimes through a visit to Pacific Garden Mission or through hearing Unshackled! on the radio. 
Episodes include the life stories of baseball-great-turned-evangelist Billy Sunday, himself a Pacific 
Garden Mission convert, and Dominic Mance, an international banker who became a homeless 
vagabond nearly overnight. Past cast and crew range from 
current actors to Golden Age of Radio personalities such as 
Bob O’Donnell, Jack Bivans, Stan Dale and Russ Reed. 

The scripts, with rare exceptions, are derived from actual 
testimonies and actual events. Beginning in the 1950s, comic 
book versions of many Unshackled! stories were also 
produced. 

In addition to the English broadcast, it is translated and re- 
dramatized in Spanish, Arabic, Russian, Romanian, Polish, 
Korean, Persian, Japanese, Albanian, Greek, Macedonian, 
Turkish and Portuguese. All episodes are archived on unshackled.org. 

The Unshackled! radio program began under the leadership of Pacific Garden Mission’s 
Superintendent Harry Saulnier who yearned to reach the masses with the Christian message and 
earnestly prayed about the possibility of a radio program. 

For a short time Harry had a 15 minute program entitled “Doorway to Heaven” on station WAIT 
in 1945. On this program, he often related the true stories of individuals who had been saved at Pacific 
Garden Mission. This opportunity fueled Harry’s desire to continue to share the testimonies of 
changed lives using the popular radio drama format of the day. 

The first script was written by John Gillies, who worked at WMBI in Chicago. Clear channel radio 
giant WGN agreed to air the program. The first program was about Billy Sunday, famous Chicago 
baseball player turned evangelist. Following the success of the first program, Gillies passed the 
directing and writing duties on to Eugenia Price, a successful and established radio writer. 

With her dedication to quality, the program progressed with a style that was highly esteemed in 
both secular and religious radio circles. Not only did the quality of the program exceed expectation, 
but its audience was continuing to grow as well. Many listeners found their lives changed through 
listening to the program. 

One of those people was Jack O’Dell, a professed agnostic and a struggling alcoholic whose 
drinking habit had nearly destroyed his promising radio career. In 1953, Genie Price hired Jack to 
play a role in an Unshackled! program. After the recording session, Jack began thinking about this 
“God who can change lives.” As he reflected on his own life, he recognized his situation and 
converted to faith. 

In 1955, Genie Price left the program, so Jack Odell assumed leadership. He served as director, 
writer, and announcer for almost four decades. Just prior to Jack’s death in 1991, Bob O’Donnell, a 
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34 
long time Unshackled! actor and close friend to Jack, took the reins as director and announcer. At that 
time, Kennetha Gaebler began writing for Unshackled! producing over 700 scripts and retired in 2018. 

Today, Unshackled! is still produced very much as it has always 
been. The original music of Don Baddorf is still woven through the 
story “live” at the time of the production. More than 15,000 times a 
week, these testimonies of changed lives are heard around the globe 


on the air at https://unshackled.org/listen/find-a-radio-station, as 


well as on the internet at https://unshackled.org/listen/browse-all- 
programs and on the Unshackled! app which you can download for 


free. Check out the list of stations to find the outlet in your area. 

By the way, you can experience the award winning radio drama live every Saturday at the Pacific 
Garden Mission in Chicago. The day begins with a tour of the shelter at 3 p.m., followed by the live 
production at 4:30 in the mission’s auditorium. Tourists and guests are also invited to stay for the 
evening meal at 5:30 and an evening worship at 6:30. Pacific Garden Mission is located at 1458 South 
Canal Street in Chicago. If you plan on going you need to call ahead at (312) 492-9410 or click on 
www.pem.ore/get-involvedtours. 

It is well worth the time and effort. I went to one live taping several years ago and found it 
absolutely fascinating as well as inspiring.

From the Archives 


75 Years Ago: From the February 21, 1948 issue of DX News: A letter from the chief 
engineer at WCPA Clearfield, Pa. explained why the station responded to QSL requests 
with a desk calendar rather than a verification: “I have handled [amateur] QSLs for 14 
years & wish to draw a distinction between that work and commercial operating. Our station is 5 500 
watts, daytime operation, and DX reports are of absolutely no value to us... . Of the approximately 
5000 letters we received in verification, we find it neither practical or deswable to make a personal 
reply in each case.” (In case you thought this was a recent phenomenon!) 

50 Years Ago: From February 14, 1973 issue of DX News: Several articles explored the theory and 
practice of skyline blockage of skywave MW signals as well as the limits of midday DX (about 1100 
miles seemed to the theoretical and observed consensus). 

25 Years Ago: From the February 16, 1998 issue of DX News: WPHG, the new expanded-band 
station in Atmore, AL on 1620 kHz, came on the air on February 1, taking calls from listeners 
(including some NRC members) hearing the station from as far away as Ontario and Oregon. 

10 Years Ago: From the February 18, 2013 issue of DX News: Registration information was provided 
for the joint NRC — IRCA — WTFDA convention scheduled for Minneapolis in August.
